OTTAWA (CP)—A plea to English Canada 
to give its French-speaking minority the same 
language rights Quebec has extended to its 
English-speaking minority for 100 years was 
made Tuesday by the royal commission on bi- 
lingualism and biculturalism. 


Holding-up what it called the “Quebec model,” it 
said Ontario and New Brunswick should move to declare 
themselves officially bilingual provinces, recognizing 
both the.English and French languages in their legisla- 
tures, public service, schools and courts. 

Other provinces should follow suit when the 
French-speaking element of their populations reaches 10 
,Per cent. : 


The report, about 100,000 words long, is printed in 
both English-and French. 

“The impossibilty of living a full life in French outside Quebec, 
and even in certain parts of Quebec, is certainly one cause of the 
present. crisis in Canada,” the: royal commission warned in a 
260-page report, first of 10 to come out of its four-year, $7,000,000 
study. 

Three years ago the commission said in a preliminary- report 
that the gulf between English and French Canada was deeper 
than most people realized,: 

“The crisis is very much still with us,"” commission ¢o-chair- 
man Davidson Dunton told a press conference after release of the

PM Endorses Linguistic Equality - 


Prime Minister Pearson, tabling the report in the Commons, 
said the federal -government fully endorses its principle of 
linguistic and cultural equality in all parts of Canada. It would 
be suggested as an item for discussion at the federal-provincial 
constitutional conference here in January. 

One of:the. report's_major proposals is for the establishment 
of “bilingual districts’ anywhere that the official-language 
minority makes up 10 per cent or more of fh® population.

The conditions under which 
Canadians have been able to petition 
for divorce— basically, proof of a 
spouse’s adultery—are retained but 
new provisions are added. Among 
the latter is proof of a breakdown in 
the marriage. This, however, is re- 
stricted to certain cireumstances 
which narrow the application of the 
general term. 

Among them is imprisonment of a 
spouse for a certain period of time; 


gross addiction to alcohol or nar- : 


cotics with little hope of rehabilita- 
tion; refusal. to consummate the 
marriage or inability to do so be- 
cause of illness or disability for at 
least one year; separation because 
of desertion for at least five years 
and other separation of not less than 


three years. 


The bill falls:short of a recogni- ~ 


tion that some marriages become in- 
tolerable simply because of the ir- 
reconcilable incompatibility of the 
partners, But there is provision for 
divorce_on_the grounds of physical 
or mental cruelty, and of specified 
forms of sexual irregularity not pre- 
viously listed. 

The government has taken par- 
ticular pains to avoid introducing

- any grounds which might lead to 


dissolution of a marriage for reasons 
that could be considered frivolous. 
It has also written into the bill pro- 
visions designed to effect reconcilia- 


tion between estranged couples 
wherever possible, and it has shown 
prime concern for the welfare of

Given the expected assent, th 
bill will establish law in matrimonial 
matters greatly superior to that 
which has been in effect. In this re- 

-spect, the government is catching up 
to informed. popular thought ori di- 
vorge—and for this everyone should 
be grateful. 

The advance has been made pol- 
jtically possible by the changing 
views of Quebec which are much al- 
tered from what they were a decade 
ago. In particular, the Roman Cath- 
olic Church has become more per- 
missive in. this respect, taking the 
position that while divorce cannot be 
condoned for members of its faith, 
the Church will not try to impose 
sanctions on other persons. ~ , 

-- ‘The new legislation will do much 

to relieve the courts of the problem 
of collusion, whereby manufactured 
evidence was used to support divorce 
claims on the grounds of adultery. 
Respect for the law should be cor- 
respondingly enhanced. And substi- 
tution of thé Exchequer Court to 
handle Quebec and Newfoundland 
divorce cases will rid Parliament of 
its present’ inappropriate duty. 
- The new legislation, although 
still falling short of the more Hberal | 
treatment proposed by some mem- 
bers of Parliament, is an improve- 
ment in every respect.

8 Sige PROPOSED GENEROSITY 
of the rich industrial countries 
toward-the-under-devéloped nations 
is spelled out magnificently ina 
communique from a meeting of the 
Organization for Economic Co-Oper- 
ation and Development, of which 
Canada isa member. But the recip- 
fents of OECD largesse would do 
well to read the ‘fine print before 
they start rejoicing. 

As amplified by the United 
States Under-Secretary of State, Mr. 
Eugene Rostow, the communique 
says that. the OECD nations will. 
undertake to “eliminate the danger 
of dividing the world into north- 
south economic blocs.” The basic 
negotiating position of the wealthy 
nations in the United Nations Con- 
ference on Trade-and Development 
next year will be a general, non-re- 
ciprocal cut-in tariffs on imports of 
manufactured - and _semi-manufac- 
tured products from the developing 
countries. ; 

Then comes the fine print..The 21 
OECD countries retain the right to 
cut off imports if they endanger 
domestic production. This canbe 
done either by removing the tariff 


preferences or by imposing import 
quotas. In other words, the under- 


_ déyelaped ‘nations will be allowed to 


compete in the wealthy countries 
with their manufactured and semi- 
manufactured goods — not raw 
materials, of course—so long as they 
remain non-competitive. 

Mr. Rostow hailed the agreement 
as the “next step in international 
trade after the Kennedy Round” 
which, as the less advanced nations 
complained, was tailored almost ex- 
clusively for the big industrial pro- 
ducers. But it is difficult to see how 
the under-developed countries will 
benefit greatly if any OECD country 
can arbitrarily cut off imports when 
they prove economically or political- 
ly embarrassing. 

One has only to recall the great 
surge of protectionist sentiment in 
the United States recently — a sen- 
timent which has always been and 
remains strong in Canada — to see 
how precarious the situation could 
be. What under-developed country - 
could, or would, raise the necessary 
capital for industrial production for 
export when the market could be 
cut off by the-stroke of a pen?

hands. Similarly if India falls of its own 
weight, the sacrifices in Vietnam will 
have been useless, 


But the Indians are tthe first to reject 
_this ink between their fate and the war 
in Southeast. Asia. Prime Minister 
Gandhi constantly risks her tenuous 
relationship. with President Johnson to 
declare her. distaste for the war. Young 
Indians assail the American visitor with 
complaints that the United States is 
intervening jin a civil war. 

It is difficult to understand why the 
Indians fail to see the interrelationship. 
Their generals frequently argue that 
Washington should give more weight to 
the allocation of military aid to the 
length of. the Sino-Indian. frontier. They. 
already have an incipient guerrilla 
problem of their own in Assam, a state 
dangerously vulnerable to Chinese pene- 
tration. 


Attack Risk via Burma 


Moreover the Indians are increasingly 
apprehensive that the Ohinese will 
launch en invasion of neighboring 
Burma, the softest sector of the Asian 
underbelly. The Indians warn that if this 
fiappens, concern for their own security 
will cblige them to go to war. And while 
they insist their army can handle the 
Chinese ground forces, they concede they 
will need air support from a friend, 
presumably the United States. 

The Indians are reluctant to ask 
Washington for a flat commitment to 
respond with airpower in these circum- 
stances. They suspect they will be turned 
down and it is hardly consistent to seek 
a pledge of air support im Burma while 
they criticize the deployment of Ameri- 
can ab in Vietnam. % 

The ais shate a long border with 
Burma and Thailand would be equally 
menaced if Burma were invaded. But top 
Thai officials show no elarm at Burma’s 
vulnerability.. They seem in fact some- 
what pleased that the homeland _ of 
Secretary-General U Thant, who has 
annoyed thém by diagnosing South 
Vietnam’s problem as an internal 


uprising, should be troubled by the same 
symptoms. ; 

The Thais do not behave like a nation 
expecting to fight a major land war, 
Their defence expenditures total only 
three per cent of their national income 
and they have filled only 80,000 of 120,000 
billets, authorized for the army. Since 
they have explicit commitments from 
Washington, they will rely heavily on 
U.S. help if an imvasion of Burma 
deveiops.

opposes the effort in Vietnam hecause he 
believes that it will serve ultimately to 
discourage America’s attention to Asia

The Indonesians discount the Ameri- 


can role in Vietnam as even a partial 
cause of their success in routing 
Communism at home. In fact Vice-

product of the stand in Vietnam. They 
were angry at Washington’s instinct to 
take part of the credit. 

It is easy to forgive these nations for, 
being obsessed with their own problems. 
They have all freshly emerged from 
colonialism or worse and they find it 
hard to subordinate their self-concerns to 
a continental strategy. 

They have learned how to count on 
the United States before they learned 
how to share the give-and-take of an 
alliance. Their uncomfortable awareness 
that the American people are impatient

Swedes, who economically need to enter 
EEC, nevertheless fear the danger to 
their neutrality. Although they never say 
so, either officially or privately, they 
leave the impression that they are not so 
much concerned about the possible 
effects of the Treaty of Rome on their 
foreign policy, es wbout the suspicions of 
the Soviet Union.’ When Britain made 
her recent application to Brussels the 
Swedes followed with a tame request for 
discussions on a form of membership 
which would leave their neutrality intact. 

Clearly “their hope. was that the 
Russian suspicions could be assuaged. 
But Gomulka’s statement will have 
disabused them. At least the General's 
veto of Britain has given them a 
breathing space, during which they will 
be spared the necessity of making any

FUTURE OF CONFEDERATION 


- Toronto and Montreal: 
‘A Toll of Two Cities’

(This - “the first of two

The Estates General in 
Montreal and the Ro- 
barts Conference in Tor- 


onto together have 
drawn dramatically some © 


of the outlines of the fed- 


-eral future and the price 


that will have to be paid 


for it—a kind of toll of 


two cities. 

But while Montreal and 
Toronto” were the principal 
forums for these recent 


No decisions could be made, 
or principles evolved, that did 
not remember the primary 
and consenting constitutional 
role of the federal. govern- 
ment. But no assessment of 
the Quebec, French-speaking 
mood could be fashioned that 
did not, remember, too, how 
powerful was the Paris 
eminence ‘whose grey provo- 


cations colored the Canadian « 


debate, lending distant, if 
little, enchantment to the 
future view. 


All Involved 


Montreal and Toronto, 
Ottawa and Paris, now are all 
sharing directly and indirectly 
in the emerging forms being 
shaped to reconstruct a 
politically viable Canada. 
What, therefore, have these 
two. conferences demonstrated 
despite the necessary silence 
of Ottawa and the unneces- 
sary intervention of Paris? 

Tt is clear now that Mr. 
Pearson was entirely correct 
to have withstood the tempta- 
tion of participating directly 
in these essentially inter- 
provincial proceedings. They 
could not have had the 
particular quality of candor 
among “unequal” equals that 
marked the argument. 

Equally, the Estates Gen- 
eral in Montreal were wise to 
have invited French-Cana- 
dians from other provinces 
but no English-Canadians 
from Quebec — thus providing 
a family forum where the 
brutal truths of domestic 
frustration, and the mamnu- 
factured myths of real or 
fancied “injustices” could be 
discussed without inhibition. 


Enthusiasm 


The Estates General 
demonstrated beyond debate 
that whether organized by the 
St. John Baptiste Society with 
its old and new nationalists, 
or packed with semi-separa- 
tist delegates from Quebec 
pledged .to ‘‘independentiste”’ 
resolutions in advance, there 
was yet enough enthusiasm 
for the Levesque brand of 
“sovereignty” to make clear 
that a mew power-base was 
emerging for those who were 
determined to ‘alter Confed- 
eration, and fundamentally. 

It is not easy to judge the 
eftent to which the voting 
arithmetic of the Conference 
would reflect Quebec in any 
possible referendum or elec- 
tion. It is evident, However, 
that the spectrum of political 
choices, moving’ ever farther 
away from the present federal 
system, now has broadened to 
embrace persons and policies 
from Bourgault “to Levesque, 
trom “particular status”. to 
outright independence. 

This means that some suc- 
cessful and attuned leader, 
such as Rene Levesque, might 
find, in the mood and sam-' 
fling provided by the Estates 
General, an-outline of his own 
political prospects.. And even 
if it is arguable that the 
Estates General was substan- 
tially. biased in the manner 
under which delegates were 
selected and resolutions 
drafted and adopted, it is 
nevertheless equally true that 
the whole effort evoked a 
response from press and 
province. more enthusiastic 
than everli moderates such as 
Claude Ryan had believed 
possible only a few days 
before. 


Doctrinal Notes 


Indeed, it is possible that 
for the moment the voting 
arithmetic is less significant 
than the tone of the doctrinal 
notes struck, reverberating 
through all the parties, 
through all the positions now 
being evolved. within Quebec. 

For it must be remembered 
that the central debate _con- 
tinues to be within the French- 
speaking family of gga 
with FrenchCanadians out- 
side the province linked to the 
dialogue but not really _in- 
volved seriously as-debaters. 

At the same time, the 
Fnglish-speaking minority of 
Quebec, a vigorous, if fearful, 
one-fifth of the province, 
continues-to~be—almost-com- 
pletely ignored, deliberately 
by the separatists and uncon- 
sciously by almost -all others; 


while, Ottawa and the prov-- 


inces are .more remote antag- 
onists with whom no dialogue 
but only final negotiations are 
possible or desirable.

If the non-Quebec Canadian © 


often was appalled at the 
“independentiste’’ tone of the 
Estates ‘General, it was be- 
cause the francophone mood 
now is increasingly toward 
self-assertion as a Quebec 
majority and not accommoda- 
tion as a Canadian minority. 
Hence the psychology of 
French-Cenadians in Ontario 
or Manitoba or even in New 
Brunswick, essentially an 
accommodation attitude, in- 
creasingly ‘becomes out of 
touch, und possibly out of 
sympathy, with the aggressive 
assertiveness of these Quebec 
francophones whose political 
dynamics are now energized 
by a majority and exclusivist’ 
psychology. 


‘Sovereignty’ 


Finally, the Montreal con- 
ference resolutions ‘tell their. 
story of a determined 
Tejection of any political 
solution short of an autonomy 
that is for all practical 
purposes the “sovereignty” of 
an associate state with little 
left to a central government 
in the main cultural, econ- 
omic, industrial, agricultural, 
and social spheres. 

Certainly the resolution on 
the status of the French 
language represents a radical 
attempt to confine the English 
language in Quebec to use and 
transmission only within the 
limited life of English educa- 
tional institutions and only as 
a secondary instrument of 
general and commercial 
communication. 

Although the Estates 
General made efforts to 
assert Quebec's interest in the 
preservation of language and 
school rights for French- 
Canadians throughout Canada, 
the main preoccupation was 
with an insistence on shaping 
Quebec itself. That - shape 
would be essentially “‘inde- 
rendent,” barely tolerant of 
“the English-speaking fact’’ in 
the Province; and not willing 
to permit the needs of French- 
Canadians elsewhere in Can- 
ada to limit the drive for self- 
determination in Quebec. 

Mr. Robarts. could not have 
foreseen that the™ Estates 
Generat -would sound so un- 
comfortably indifferent to: his 
search for unity or that 
General de Gaulle would have 
given his remote blessing to

their call for self-determina- 
tions Yet it was, in some 
res-ects, singularly fortuitous 
that the two __ conferences 
should have been so linked 
together by time. 

Mr. Daniel Johnson thus 

came.to Toronto forewarned 
in two directions, At his rear 
were the recent resolutions 
and his own party extremists. 
It took courage to be prepared 
to talk about Quebec’s needs 
and demands and the future 
of Confederation with the 
.knowWledge that if he were 
not daring enough he would be 
caught by his more demand- 
ing aritagonists in Quebec, and 
if he were too extreme he 
would meet with cold comfort 
from fellow premiers and 
prime ministers, most of 
whom were essentially unpre- 
pared for the driving reality 
that is the New Quebec. 
- Indeed, it is now clear that 
the kind of demands put 
forward by the Estates 
General were of a magnitude 
tor which Mr, Bennett (or Mr. 
Bonner, Mr. Manning, Mr. 
Thatcher, and Mr. Smallwood 
were_entirely unready. 


Obtuseness 


Altogether apart from Mr. 
Manning's blunt, not to say 
gauche, equating of French- 
Canadians in Alberta, their 
language and school rights, 
with all other ethnic minori- 
ties — and Mr. Bonner’s and 
Mr. . Smallwood’s insistence 
that economic well-being was 
the real issue rather than the 
nature of Confederation — 
there was a lack of feeling, an 
oObtuseness on their part in 
those first two days of the 
Conference that could only 
have come either from bad 
briefing or plain indifference. 

Indeed, it is arguable that 
after the last six years of 
explosive evidence reverberat- 


ing from inside Quebec and- 


from Quebec-Ottawa relations, 
the hearings before the 
B Commission .and 
first report, from the 
Rene Levesque, and 
from the reception given to 
General de Gaulle, it should

They concluded, in’ brief, 
that an outbreak of lasting 
peace and bona fide world 
disarmament, even if it could 
be attained, ~ ‘“‘would almost 
certainly not be in the best 
interests of a stable society.’” 
and that our present war 
system should therefore be 
maintained even under the 
threat of peace. 

This does. not shock me 
because, after all, my genera- 
tion is by now uncomfortably 
accustomed to a state of 
almost perpetual war and we 
all fear the unknown. 

It must be acknowledged 
that it is extremely difficult to 
convert a poison gas factory 
into. deodorant plant, what 
with costly retraining and the 
likely need for a_ different 
labor union and different 
marketing techniques.

And peace literature 
has yet to produce a Hem- 
ingway. Besides, that whole 
report must be a hoax. 

What does shock me is the 
statement that a_ serious

WASHINGTON—The mys 
tery of ‘Iron Mountain,” one 
of Washington's most titillat- 
ing literary guessing games in 
many an autumn book list, 
has finally been solved. 

The author of this work, 
which has spread a trail of 
snickers and. befuddlement 
through this gullible capital, 
is none other than Leonard C. 
Lewin, New York journalist. 
He wrote the introduction, he 
admits, but denies that he 
wrote the. entire book, How- 
ever, some of his closest 
friends have tattled on him. 

Even though the mystery is 
dispelled, some of the public 
and private brouhaha 
generated by this os ape 
satirical work is worth 
retelling. 


For example, six weeks 
ago—as the event can be 
best fixed in time—galley 
proofs of the report found 
their way into the office of 
Walt W. Rostow, presidential 
special assistant for national 
security affairs.

to the inevitable as dusk falls, knowing that in- 


the dark accidents are more likely and it-is 
easier to repair a smashed slip than a 
fractured leg. 

In the night we listen to the whistle of the 
gusts, the howl of the gale, the shotgun-pellet 
rattle of driven rain on the windows, and we 
hope. The storm is insensate. What it strikes it 
can destroy. But it lacks plan, lacks malice. 
Man's work can survive by luck, though not 
often by design. 

The laboriously built platforms just above 
normal high tide are seldom constructed to 
meet the force of water lashed by a big storm. 
That is a force that pyramids beyond a 
layman's understanding. A wave four times 
higher than ancther does not strike with four 
times the impact. It can, depending on the 
speed-at- which -it-travels-and-its amplitude, 
deliver a blow 1,000 times as strong. 

With that driving force carrying logs of a 
ton or, two end-on, something usually gives.. 

We who have lived on the shore scarcely 
need the mathematics to convince us. But 
there are flukes in nature's behavior even in 
high. water erd high wind, We look for the 
oe.

grey-green water with crests whipped from the 
tep of charging waves, the lace-like smother of 
white where off-shore reefs trip the in-surging 
combers, the maelstrom of wood whirled in its 
progress, and the impertinence of ducks, in the 
lee of ‘a small. foreland riding in flotilla and 
casua; disinterest. 

Nor does it halt a boy, his familiar beach 
transformed by storm, from essaying new. 
feats of daring as ‘he scrambles over rocks 
bared by a receding wave, clambers up steep 
banks, ‘drenched by spindrift, and stands 
exitant above the sweep of water.

We watched such a youngster the other 


"'mornieg as he scaled natural barriers around 


the shoreline, his hat pinned up like an Anzac 
his cowboy’s jeans tucked into high 
and heavy lace-up rubber boots, and his plastic 
rifle tnat doesn’t shoot, held aloft. This was 
the counternart of another boy I remember 
years ago. We followed his progress to a small 
cove where logs were jammed, saw him start 
to run a timber and, inevitably, we laughed 
when it shifted and he went in. _ 

This is expected of boys at the beach in 
December storms, no matter how their 
mothers may react. 

The youngster hauled himself out, clutching 
the plastic rifle, his hat still on his héad. He 
gave me a big-toothed grin when I.asked him 
hcew the water was. 

“Not bad when you get out,"’ he told me, 
wht -rneful-cheer, And-off-he-went home to 
change, but. not without trying another 
challenging, wave-swept rock, Little to him the 
mathematics of force in storm water—and not 
much to ‘me, either, since its power was 
overwhelming:

Nine people on Vancouver 


JIsland hang on to life by a 


tube, slender, plastic, and as 
necessary es the air they 
breathe. 

These are the chronic renal 
patients who receive regular 
artificial kidney treatments in 
the renal unit of the Royal 
Jiibilee Hospital, Without 
those treatments, the only 
other alternatives are death 
or_a transplant kidney opera- 
tion. This operation is cur- 
rently available fn only three 
Canadian cities, Montreal, 
Toronto and Saskatoon, 

This afternoon, a small 
greup of Victoria women 
helped those patients hang 
onto life by donating an 
infusion pump to the unit. 
Without this small pump, the 
expensive artificial kidneys 
and the $3,000 tanks which 
feed them would be useless, 

Bob Prowse, the 
nurse on duty when I was at 
the unit this week, explains 
the pump's importance this 
way, “Whenever blood leaves 
the human body there is 
always a danger of clotting. 
Hepanin, an antidote for clot- 
ting, is added ‘to the patient’s 
blood through the infusion 
pump. Without this, the whole 
operation would be futile." 

Today, at a reception in the 
nurses’ residence, the Fior- 
ence Nightingale Chapter 
IODE- gave one of these life- 
Savers as part of a three-fold 
gift, made possible through 
the legancy of one of the 
group's former members, the 
late Miss Norma--Jones;-The 
chapter also gave a television 
set for use of renal patients 
and an electric cardiograph 
for the hospital's cardiograph 
unit. 

A television set, at first, 
may appear to be a frivolous 
piece of equipment to donate 
to a unit so vitally concerned 
with staving off death.

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — A 
Japanese doctor working at a 
Denver hospital, for children 
with asthma Says ‘he believes jhe 
is on the!/trail of ‘an eventual 
cure for hay fever and other 
allergies. 

Dr. Kimishige Ishizaka and 
his wife, ‘Teruko, also a doctor, 
hav. spent five years in their 
quest at their laboratories. at 
the Children’s Asthma Research 
Institute and Hospital. 

The day they succeed in 
unravelling their medical de- 
tective puzzle may be a long 
way off, but Dr. Ishizaka said 
he is confident it will come. 

Most ‘of the immune anti- 
bodies in a human being are a 
protein called gamma’ globulin. 
Ry 1965. four classes of these 
proteins had been designated. 
The Japanese couple succeeded 
in ‘isolating a fifth . protein, 
which they call gamma-E. 

“T am quite sure that gamma- 
E is the cause of human 
allergies,” Ishizaka, 41, said in 
aw interview. 

“Not many cells are involved 
fn this protein. If we can stop 
the formation of gamma-E, 


theoretically we can stop aller-| 


gies. That is what we have been 
working on for five years and 
we'll keep working on it. in 
cdllaboration: with scientists 
elsewhere.” 

a person with an allergy is 
attackec by such things as 
pollen or house dust, the 
gamma-E protein in his body 
rushes to the ‘defence, releasing 
a histamine. 

So much of the gamma-E 
histamine is: released that the 
sufferer’s tissues swell, his eyes 
water and smart and-~ his 
breathing often becomes diffi- 
cult. 

Ishizaka conceded that anti- 
histamine drugs are available 


for’ the hay fever victim.. What} 


he is seeking’ is a serum of 
some other substance that could 
he injected into the victim, and 
head off the gamma-E rescue 
effort.
